Home  For  Good  Partners, 

The  County  of  L.A.,  City  of  L.A.,  LAHSA,  and  Home  For  Good  are  embarking  on  a collaborative 
planning  process  from  October-December.  The  purpose  of  this  process  is  to  develop  coordinated 
and  complementary  LA  County  and  LA  City  strategies  to  combat  homelessness,  in  support  of  our 
broader  effort  to  end  homelessness  throughout  the  region.
